. preached to them the word of God as 
revealed in the Book of Mormon. 
Some missionaries had been sent to 
the Lamanites, and it was reported 
that they had also been visited by the 
three Nephites who were permitted 
to remain upon the earth and not 
taste of death. It was stated that 
these men had visited the Indians 
and told them to seek after the El- 
ders of the Latter-day Saints, to be 
- baptized, to repent of their sins, te 
lay aside their weapons of war and 
stop stealing. The three Nephites 
were promised by the Savior that the 
should live upon the earth until a 
things should be accomplished, spoken 
of by the Prophets, and until the 
glory of God should be revealed. They 
were also promised that they should 
not have any more pain or sorrow, 
were caught up into heaven, and 
saw and heard things which God told 
them not to reveal. Their bodies un- 
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Thrice were these three Nephites cast: 
into a furnace of fire, coming out un- 
hart. Thrice were they cast into a. 
den of wild beasts, playing with them 
like a child would with a suckling 
lamb. They were thrust into _— 
but at their word the prison w fe 
down. No kind of torture nor any 
place into which they were thrust, 
was permitted to hurt them. The 
remnants of the house of Israel did 
not embrace the whole house of Israel. 
The expression only had reference to 
the tribe of Joseph who was sold into 
Egypt. There were a host of other 
branches of Israel who were led into 
the north country. These had to 
come to Zion, and when that time 
came the mountains of ice would flow 
down at their presence, the barren 
deserts would yield pools of water as 
they advance. This was a prophecy 
delivered by Joseph Smith the Pro- 
phet, he being the greatest Prophet 
that ever lived on the earth, Jesus 
excepted. The ten tribes would come 
to Zion, and receive a blessing under 
the hands of the children of Ephraim, 
and there were some in this congrega- 
tion who would assist in setting apart 
one hundred and forty-four thousand 
as missionaries that would go ferth 
and gather in the scattered remnants 
of Jacob from every part of the habit- 
able globe. 


He then read another prophecy 
from the Book of Mormon, wherein 
it set forth that the Indians would be 
smitten by the hands of the Gentil 
after which if the Gentiles shou 
reject the fullness of the Gospel as set 
forth in the Book of Mormon, then.

He had come here to live 
among the Saints for a season. He 
e& not feel wise in his own estimation, 

rejoiced in the knowledge of the 
plan of salvation, and prayed God to 
ess the Saints in the name of Jesus. 

Elder F. A. Mitchell said that Kaul. 
ainamoku had obtained permission to 

ve his native country, and stay 
here as long as he pleased. He wanted 
to learn the English language, also a 
trade, and make himself generally 
useful. He himself had been on a 
mission to the Islands for nearly two 
years, was pleased to go and pleased 
to return and hoped to be useful in 
building up the kingdom of God.

This is not quite such a wholesale 
conversion as that recorded by us the 
other day, wherein fifty thousand 
Prussian Unitarians were brought into 
the Orthodox fold of the Greek church 
in twenty-four hours by a prompt and 


effective administration of the knout, 


but it is nevertheless the most whole- 
sale piece of missionary success that 


has been recorded for a long time. It 


transcends the Russian precedent in 
the fact that these Sheebits came 
voluntarily to baptism, and it tran- 
scends the successes of our evangelical 
mission, in that it is sweepingly suc- 
cessful among the very race that our 
Protestant churches find the hardest 
to bring under Gospel influences 
namely, the North American Indians. 

‘We are rather curious to know 
whether our religious people of this 
vicinity will be more inclined to re- 
joice or to mourn over this Mormon 
conversion of Indians. We should 
very much like to see some of our re- 
ligious weeklies take up the case and 
discuss it from their standpoint. We 
suspect there are many Christians who 
would think that it were better for 


the Iudians to remain as they are 
than to be perverted to the -——~ Gos- 
pel as it is in Joseph Smith. We are 
very sure, however, that this is a mis- 
taken view.

THE FORTY-FIFTH ANNUAL GENERAL CONFERENCE. 
— 

Tims flies! We are living in an important epoch of the world’s history—a 

point of duration of great moment,—a day of warning, of anxiety, of hope, of 

despair, of faith, of unbelief, of light, of darkness, of life, of death, of fear, of 


Forty-five years ago Angels looked down from the courts of Heaven to wit- 
ness the organization of the Church of Christon earth. The voice of a Prophet 
was heard in the West. Two heavenly personages—God the Father and Jesus 
Christ, whose brightness and glory could not be described, had appeared unto 
him in answer to prayer; through whom he received knowledge of tbe spiri- 
tual condition and depravity of the world. John the Baptist had conferred 
upon that Prophet the Aaronic Priesthood. Peter, James and John had also 
ministered unto him, and ordained him to the Melchisedec Priesthood. © 
Moroni had revealed unto him the Book of Mormon. The Angel John saw 
‘Fly in the midst of heaven, having the’ everlasting Gospel to preach unto 
them that dwell on the earth, and to every nation, and kindred, and tongue, 
and people, saying with a loud voice, Fear God and give glory to Him ; for 
the hour of His judgment is come: and worship Him that made heaven and 
earth, and the sea and the fountains of waters, —had committed the Gospel 
unto him. 

Thus. qualified the Prophet Joseph Smith was enabled to organize the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, consisting of six members, on 
the sixth day of April, in the year of our Lord, one thousand eight hundred 
and thirty. 

It was at that time, that the little stone“ Daniel saw in prophetic vision 
began to roll. As the Church increased in numbers, its organization in officers 
was perfected. Twelve Apostles were called by immediate revelation to preach 
the Gospel—then followed a Quorum of Seventies, of High Priests, of Elders, 
of Priests, of Teachers, of Deacons. Bishops were also chosen to be judzes in 
Israel—‘‘ helps and governments”—for the perfecting of the Saints, for the 
Work of the Ministry, for the edifying of the body of Christ : Till we all come 
in the unity of the faith, and of the knowledge of the Son of God, unto a per- 
fect man, unto the measure of the stature of the fulness of Christ: That we 
henceforth be no more children, tossed to and fro, and carried about with 
every wind of doctrine, by the sleight of men, and cunning craftiness, whereby 
they lie in wait to deceive ; but speaking the truth in love, may grow up into 
Him in all things, which is the head, even Christ: From whom the whole 
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body fitly joined together and compacted by that which every joiut supplieth, 
according to the effectual working in the measure of every part, maketh 
increase of the body unto the edifying of itself in love.” 

The Gospel preached—is faith in God the Father, and in our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ: Repentance—sorrow for having sinned, and forsaking of sinful 
practices. Baptism—immersion in water for the remission of sins, and the 
entrance-door to the Church. Confirmation—-the ‘laying on of hands,” with 
prayer, for the gift of the Holy Ghost—the Spirit of promise—the great En- 
lightener—the Comforter! The Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper—partaking 
of bread and wine in commemoration of the sufferings and death of Christ. 
The mystery of Godliness” —wisdom, knowledge, healings, miracles, prophecy, 
discerning of spirits, divers kinds of tongues, interpretation of tongues, gath- 
ering together of the elect, endowments, sealings in plural marriage, redemp- 
tion and perfecting of the dead by the living, building up of Zion, resurrection 
of the dead, eternal judgment, exaltation to Godhead— ! 

The Church has traveled through persecution from city to city, from State 
to State. By the power of the Almighty she has been led to the ‘‘ munition 
of rocks’—‘‘ the everlasting hills.” There in the peaceful valleys of Ephraim 
she is flourishing like a green bay tree. From thence she sends forth swift 
messengers to all parts of the habitable globe. In her mountain fastnesses 
she can keep the law of the Lord. In the heights of Zion she can establish 
the KINGDOM OF GOD on earth, that His vill may be done on earth as 
it is in heaven.” 

The Conference just held in Salt Lake City, Utah, was one of the best and 
most interesting on record. President Brigham Young was in the enjoyment 
of excellent health and spirits—the Lord was with him—angels strengthened 
him—the Holy Spirit spoke through him, and the people greatly rejoiced. 

Presidents Geo. A. Smith and Daniel H. Wells, and eleven of the Twelve 

were present. 

The Authorities of the Church were unanimously sustained. 

Much good instruction was given by the First Presidency, and members of 
the Twelve. Other Elders also ministered to the Saints, to their edification. 

Many missionaries were called to go forth and preach the Gospel—glad tidings ¢ 
of great joy, to tae nations of the earth ; and to the Lamanites ;—for the 
British Isles 24; United States 9; Scandinavia 4; Holland 1; Australia 2; 
Iceland 2; Sandwich Islands 1 ; and 15 to the Lamanites. | 

This Church has been built up by men of integrity, who have labored faith- 
fully in the Lord for the Salvation of souls on the apostolic principle—without 
purse or scrip. | 

The first missionaries from America landed in England, at Liverpool, on 
Thursday, July 20, 1837. 

The first Gospel sermons were preached by Elders Heber C. Kimball, Orson 
Hyde, John Goodson, and priest Joseph Fielding, in Preston, Lancashire, on 
Sunday, July 23, 1837. 

The first BAPTISM, of nine individuals, took place in the river Ribble at 
Preston, at 10 a.m. July 30, 1837. 

The WORK spread rapidly in England, Scotland and Wales, and other 
‘lands. 

The first company of Saints emigrated to America J une 6, 1840, sailing from 
Liverpool on board the ship Britannia. This event is recorded by Heber C. 
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Kimball, in these words—“ A number of the Saints had taken their passage 
on board the ship Britannia. We spent some time with them for some days. 

June 5th, we took leave of them. They were in good spirits, expecting to 
move from the dock at 2 p.m. ; we blessed them, and commended them to me 
Lord.” 

It has been planted in Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Australia, Holland, 
Switzerland, Iceland, and other countries. 

The Book of Mormon has been translated into the French, German, — 
Welsh and other languages. 

„And this Gospel of the Kingdom shall be preached in all the world for 3 
witness unto all nations; and then shall the end come.” 

There are governments opposed to religious liberty; such must be abased. 

Russia, Germany, Spain, Italy, France, Japan, China, will not permit the 
Gospel to be preached to their people—will not encourage religious toleration 

to all—will imprison preachers of righteousness. Peles teachers are and have 
been making merchandise of the souls of men.“ The impostor sustains 
the despot—the despot encourages the impostor. There is not much liberality 
in the councils of these nations—no charity in the hearts of rulers—‘“‘ when 
the wicked rule the people mourn” The Lord Almighty hath a controversy 
with them ; and he will break the bands of iron and liberate the captive con- 
science. Yet a little while and their kingcraft will be exposed, and their 
priestcraft shall come to nought. 

Elder H. Eyring recently petitioned the government of the Grand Duchy of 
Baden, Germany, for permission to preach the Gospel in that land. After 
waiting several weeks he received an answer, tbat under no consideration 
would he be allowed to hold public meetings, and that if he attempted to teach 
in private, he would be immediately expelled from the State; and this is 
considered one of the most liberal governments in that country. The laws of 
Germany, notwithstanding, are considered liberal, but the Executive power 
in its bias is altoyether harsh and proscriptive. A radical change must take 
place before the Gospel can be preached in its fullness to these down-trodden 
peoples. God is preparing the way. Saints will stand on Mount Zion saved 
from every nation under heaven. I beheld, and, lo, a great multitude, which 
no man could number, Of all nations, and kindreds, and people, and tongues, 
stood before the throne, and before the Lamb, clothed with white robes, and 
palms in their hands.” | 7 

The pioneer Latrer pay Sarnts entered the basin of the great American 
desert on July 24, 1847, weary and poor but not disheartened nor forsaken— 
they were glad to find a resting-place for the soles of their feet—a place on the 
Western continent where they could worship God according to the dictates of 
their own conscience and enjoy that boon, unmolested,—life, liberty, religion, 
and happiness guaranteed to all American citizens by the Constitution. Here 
they have prospered exceedingly. Like the Pilgrim Fathers of 1620, who 
crossed the Atlantic ocean in the Mayflower, from England, in order to find 

a more congenial clime in the New World where they could enjoy God's best 
gift to man—LIBERTY, and found it, so did the Saints cross the wilderness 
of the West, and found an asylum in the midst of the Rocky Mountains, in, 
fulfillment of prophecy ; where they have multiplied—where they have served 
the Lord, — with but very little molestation. Tens of thousands of Latter-day 
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Saints have gathered from the British Isles—thousands have gathered from 

the continent, and cordially united their destiny with the Saints of America. 

The Work is still onward there—in these lands—the fire of Zion is burning. 
One very interesting feature of the Conference was the presence of several 


thousand happy, healthy Sabbath School children, who took part io the singing. 


Without doubt it enhanced the pleasure of the Elders and mothers in Israel 
to behold so many of the rising generation participating in the service of God. 
This is the first time the little ones have assembled in an organized capacity at 
a General Conference. We trust it will be continued, For as the twig is 
bent the tree’s inclined.” 

President Young and other Elders spoke on the education of the children. 
While they did not favor FREE Schools, as they considered that system pro- 
duced a feeling of unmanly dependence npon-.others, having a tendency to 
pauperism, they were earnest in their remarks to impress upon the minda of 
parents and guardians the necessity of thoroughly educating their children to 
the highest point in learning. We cordially endorse their sentiments. Edu- 
cation is of paramount importance in building up the KINGDOM OF GOD. 
Ignorance, bad habits, falsehood, is the very opposite of Righteousness. If we 
gave the Latter-day Saints a household motto it would be EDUCATE! EDU- 
CATE! EDUCATE ! 

The Conference commenced its sittings on Tuesday, April 6th, and closed on 
Sunday, April 11th. All with whom we have conversed consider it to have 
been one of the most interesting gatherings we have ever had. The Spirit 
gave the brethren utterance. On the last day of Conference some fifteen thou- 
sand people attended. The singing was inspiring, the prayers were sincere, 
the preaching earnest and excellent. E.

It is too much like trying to retard the progress of the 
oceans’s tide with a hay fork to endeavor to deter the inveterate gold-seeker 
from the land where he imagines he can find the goal of his hopes. So 
thoroughly does the gold mania take hold of some organizations that it becomes 
with them the sole and absorbing object of their lives, and thus develops from 
an inclination to a condition bordering on insanity. Such people will take any 
kind of risks in seeking to reach the object of their search, and it will take a 
vigilant and active military to prevent their going into the Black Hills 
country. It is probable that there will soon be numbers of adventurous spirits 
in that region, and when once the opening is made, others will probably flow 
in. It is not probable that the Indians in that locality will permit themselves 
tamely to be driven from their most cherished hunting grounds, and unless the 
greatest wisdom and care be exercised in dealing with this question it may 
pave the way to an Indian war, resulting in much bloodshed. The precauti- 
‘onary steps on the part of the government, to prevent so deplorable a 
‘consummation, are worthy of commendation.
